““When the tax first started, we 
tried already adding it in to the 
gas price,’ explained Dick 
Smythe, an attendant at an Up- 
land station, ‘‘But the other sta- 
tions in our neighborhood weren't 
doing it, and it made our prices 
look higher, I think we were los- 
ing quite a bit of businegs,’’

tax,” said a Cucamonga station 
manager, “I think you'd really

Roy Lampworth of btiwanda, a 
motorist stopped at the station, 
agreed, ‘The day that tax came 
into effect, apparently a lot of 
the atations were adding tt to the 
prices they advertised, lcoukin't

“hut it’s pretty frightening to 
see gas pricea keep going up like 
this, It's getting so you can't af- 
ford to drive,” 


Many of the stations surveyed 
are posting large signs or no- 
tices of the tax on the pumps, 
just so there won't be any mis- 
understandings about whether the 
tax is already included in the 
price, or will be added after the 
sale,

Constructing 


A Pool With 
Aquatic Plants 


For a different gardening experience, why not try a 
pool? It does not have to be big, There are containers 
of all sizes from a tub or cloverieaf of three tubs to 
fiber glass and plastic pools 6 by 4 feet of various 
shapes, If you are a do-it-yourselfer, you can con~ 
struct your own with complete instructions given by 
water-garden nurseries, i 

The thing is that water lilies are so beautiful, and 
all the aquatic plants are interesting and unusual, A 
lily pool even as small as a tub does something 
special for a garden, It becomes a focal attraction 
and adds a new dimension, 

Why not walk about to see where one might be lo- 
cated? It should have at least five hours of sunlight 
and should seem to “‘belong.”’ A small tub pool might 
occupy a corner, A sunken reflecting pool not much 
larger than a scatter rug can make the patio more 
refreshing, A larger pool can accent the beauty of the 
whole landscape design, 

You can make any of these look natural by planting 
moisture-loving plants around it, You might back it 
up with a rock garden, The pool itself can be planted 
with hardy or tropical lilies, day or night bloomers, 
Then you will want floating plants which fish like, 
and oxygenating plants, also aquatics whose roots are 
beneath the surface but which send up decorative 
leaves above the water, Some of these bloom, Jars 
and pots set at various levels underwater, the soil 
covered with an inch layer of sand, do for most of 
the plants, 

If you are new at this, why not start with a simple 
tub garden which you can buy or use an old bathtub 
ur whatever, The nurseries have plant collections and 
fish, Water lilies have ravishing colors, Flower shapes 
are varied and there are both day and night bloomers, 
To become knowledgeable, you might secure a catalog 
from one of the water-garden specialists which will 
ive you information to make, plant and care for this 
delightful new adventure,
